Mr. Hiiglica ro«o to ii tiiiostion of pri- 
Tilego and aaid that tho tHuinlnni hud mia- 
represouted biiu as aayiiig tlmt ovoiy ouo 
of lii3 oonstituenta hiul ii^koil liiin to 3up- 
porttbe Oovonimoat. Somo of tliom Uud; 
buths could not »ay all, and ho did not 
wiih false report.s to go abroad. 

Mr. Humpliroys was sony tlia Hon. 
msiubor for Yalo was not in Ui« Hoat. Ho 
liim^olf liad not boon in liiH Beat yester- 
day when Mr. SiuitU had spoken of wliat 
he calloil a little inuotiug,at Oaolie Oieek 
and at Mr. Geo. Daaaa, insiauating that 
ihoj were the result of miaruure^uutation. 
This waa not true. All that he (Mr. 
Humphreys) had done was to fnriiisli tlio 
people with oopius of tho Estimate's and 
thu Terms of Union IJill aiul hu lia.l left 
the matter to their own ciinscicnces.

Ho could not sea how he was in a 
petition to charge hira with misrepro- 
nentations or to know anything; about 
the snbjeut. lie oould say that heboliov- 
ed they were abno-st to ii man ngainatany 
altorution of the 'IVrnis iiml lia.l iiistrnet- 
•d him to oppo.se tho Government policy.

The Government promised 
eonsideration. The amount of 81,728 was 
aarried. 

Mr. Ilumplireys wishtul hero to say 
that he h.id rocniveil many letters .stating 
that a paid conHtablo was required in the 
Lillooet district.

Mr. Robson wished to know irhether 
it was tho intention to piij- tho jurors as 
lieretofore, viz.: that those only should 
be paid who were actually employed to 
try a case, those who were merely kept 
waiting getting nothing. 

Mr. Walkem said t!io principle involv- 
ed migiit be right; but it would cost too 
much ond it was not advisable to move in 
tho matter until tho Canadian Govern- 
, ment bad made some cpmtemplated altur- 
ations which might be made. 

Mr. Humphreys wished to know the 
meaning of prosecution and interpreters' 
foes. 

Mr. Wnlkom said part of it was spent 
in counsel's fees in cases when be himself 
ooald not attend.

Mr. Armstrong .said tliat the Dominion 
Government paid $'J,000 or 75 cents j)or 
head. Carried

Mr. Robson was in favor of surveying 
but thought that it wa.s forcing the mat- 
ter too inu(;h to incroasn tho item at ouo 
jump from 810,000 to .^40,000. 
. Hon. Mr.'Boavon tiiought tliat surveys 
•were aejSssary to the Province, and every 
eflfort will bo made in expending the 
money to do it as economically as possi- 
ble. 

In answer to Mr. McOreiglit, lion. "Mv. 
Benron said Now Westminster and Nicola 
Valley wore to bo survoycil. 

Mr. Humphreys m\4 that more than 
tVro-thirds of the farms on the Mainland 
had beeti surveyed by Government oili- 
cers. It did not appear from the remarks 
of Mr. Reaven that he intenilod to yurvey 
lauds which were open for sottlumont. 
jjo spoke of great stretches of land in tho 
neiglibonrhood of i'eml)i'rton i\roadows 
and above tho Chilnoatin river. If it was 
intended only to survey NioolaValley and 
other placeii already settled, he thought 
the sum altogether too large. 

Mr. MoOreight thought the sum enor- 
mous. 

Mr. Booth Rivid that a groat part of tlie 
amount was contingent on the Govcjrn- 
ment obtaining tho sums spokoM of from 
Ganada, and pushing forward other pub- 
lic works. Ho alluded to tho diMculty 
experienced at tho Land Ollico in point- 
ing out to immigrants where to find land 
of a certain description. 

Mr. Hughes said one great fault in tho 
Administration was tho neglect of sur- 
reys, and contra.stod the sy.stem in vogue 
— here with tho plan pursued in the United 
States. 

Mr. Robson explained that tho i)Owcr 
of spending the money generally led to its 
being spent. Ho did not think more than 
^20,000 or 825,000 ought to be required 
this season, and tho remaindi^r, in his 
miinion, could not bo economically spent, 
.ne considered these surveys were not to 
inoltlde explorations; and the latter, in 
the present state of ignorance of tho inte- 
rior of the Province, were perhaps- moi o 
important than tho former. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said that the Govorn- 
laant had carefully considered tho matter, 
Md be thought that still more might be 



spent to advantage. _ In answer to ques- 
tions, Mr. Beaven said it was.oontemplat 
eil to carry on exploxatiooB under the 

head of tiurvoys. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho country was- 
worth hottling upj or it was not worth 
living in. Tho amount looked large; but 
was of course contingent upon Canada 
fuiailing iior promises. Every man want- 
ed land to suit his own pnrposes, and ii 
was neoessB^ to give Bettlers their choice, 
and ho considered that their money wonid 
be as well spent as bad uimilar sums foi 
education. As to tho assertion that then 
would bo a scarcity of surveyors — there 
were plenty to bo had from Canada. 

Rent, 5?445 50; Transport, 85,400; Im- 
migration, go, OUO, 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the most 
desirable poi)ulation was that from tho old 
country; tho population of tho Province 
was too nomadic. Ho did not think thi 
Agent at San Trancisco was any use, ex- 
cept as a inoro forwarder. If tho mone^i 
was not all spent it would havo to be re 
funded to the Dominion Government. 

Mr, MuCreight said that when ho wai- 
in Han I'rancisco men were coming to the 
ollico all day long, enquiring about land 
in this Province, It wua true, that whei 
they camo here they complained that the\ 
could not got information; in his opinion 
this was a bad time to shut up the Agen- 
cy, when Cassiar was opening up. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it was an ab- 
surd thing to havo au agent to send peo 
pie hero to get disgusted and go awe.} 
again, cursing the country. He instanc- 
ed tho Big Bend excitement. 
^.Mr. Uobson ox|)lained that the trouble 
was that the country was not in a position 
to make good tho promises of its agent. 
In tho present state of things, it was per 
hai)3 as well to close tho San Francisci 
Agency. He approved of keeping thi 
agent in London. 

Item carried. 

AFTEUNUON SESSION. 

Mr. Sraitho roso to a question of privi- 
lege. Ho was sorry to seo the Stamlard'.', 
report said that hu was not present at the 
debate on tho Terms of Union Bill. He 
had simply bnen engaged with the Speak 
er in his room. Tho report, ho said, was 
iucorreot all through. They describeii 
him as coming into the House one hour 
and a kalf after tho procee.iings commen- 
ced, and speaking in such a manner as tc 
imply that that was his first appearanc( 
in the House that day; and also that the^ 
had misroprosented him in the debates oi, 
tho question of the extra member for Na- 
iiiiiiuo. He was sorry, ul.-io, tlmt tin 
Colonist report was so meagre as to b( 
no check on its contemporary on th» 
point alluded to.

Graving Dock, 8150,000. 

On this question Mr. Robson said he 
felt himself perfectly absolved from any 
anxiety in considering tho ways and 
menus for effecting his object. The mat- 
ter was one entirely for Government con- 
sideration, and they must take the re- 
sponsibility of the matter. 

Jlr. Holbrook thought that the Dock 
ought to be built at Burrard Inlet where 
the ristt and fall of tido was more favor- 
able and the Dock would cost less 

Mr. Beavon said the money must come 
from Canada and if tbatpartof the schema 
fell through the monej could not be 
spent. 

Mr. Smith said it would be better to 
build a sectional dock which could be 
transferred to Burrard . Inlet 
when a Graving Dock was bailt bye and 

bye. 

"Mr. Robertson — The Provincial Gov- 
ernment do not proijose to spend any 
Provincial money, they propose to spenil 
tho product of capitalizing of the guar- 
antee and of a bonus to be received from 
C.tnada. He did not see how gentleine!i 
who had hitherto supported tho govern- 
ment so faithfully can so consistently 
turn round now and vote against the 
scheme which they knew all along was 
part of tho Government plans. 

Mr. Robson wished to know how the 
balance of tho money was to be obtain- 
ed. 

Mr. Beaven said it must depend upon 
tho assistance to be derived from the Im- 
perial Government. It would not matter 
whether thelmperial Government gave an 
answer or not for one year,a3 there would 
be work enough to be gone on with in the 
meanwhile. 

Mr. Robson said tho first thing was, in 
his opinion, to know what sort of a dock 
was to bo built. Ho thought the govern- 
ment were going blindly into tho matter; 
tho point was that wo were going to 
build a work which would cost 8400,000, 
and all the money in sight was $250,000. 
Ho thought that it wonld'end in the coun- 
try l)eing brought into debt. 

Mr. Sraitho Hi;pportod the last speaker. 

Mr. Walkem said that aid might be cx- 
pectud from tho Imperial Government, 
now that a new Ministry had come into 
power. But admitting that it did not,the 
Dominion Government would let ns have 
tho 8250,000 and tho Dock would not cost 
tho Province more than S'l 50,000. 

Mr. liobson said ho would tako tho ten- 
ders ac^tiially sent in, and ho said it was 
ahsuril fur lion, members of the Gi)\orn- 
nicnt to Htaiid up and try to persuade the 
IIou.-io that a deck could be built for 
i:80,(JU0. Ho considered that the scheme 
could only end by involvingthe Province 
in debt, which would prove a millstone 
round its nock for half a century. It was 
all very well to say that tho Oonserva- 
tives at home would be more liberal than 
the Reformers. Tho point before the 
House really was shall' we take a first 
step with $160,000 which will ultimately 
involve in eipoudituro of 8500,000. 

Mr. Hmitho said that bo liad bad somo 
CN.porioiu:o in dry doe'ta, and from what 
ho know and from what ho had soen of 
tho site it nood not cost more than 8100,- 
OUO. It, was necessary to have a dock at 
Esquimau. He had opposed the govern- 
ment Bcheme simply' because he was 
afraid that it would interfere with the 
railroad. Now tliat this maifor was settl- 
ed and tho govornmnnt had promised that 
the dock should not be oommeucod if tho 
8'.i50,0()0 from Canada was not forthcom- 
ing, lie thought that ho should now sup- 
port the scheme subject to the conditions 
abovenamed. He believed that the dock 
oould be made for 8400,000 and that it 
would pay interest at least when complet- 
ed. 

Mr. Robertson thought it would now bo 
wise to accept the situation and do tho 
best they oould to carry out the policy 
of the govornraont. Ho wont into objeo- 
tiouH to tho government sohemo which 
have boon heard during the past month 
and said that a largo majority had sup- 
ported the government through ovory- 
ibing, and it did isom strange that there 



jhould bo so much wavering at this stage 
.iven in the government ranks. The only 
objection ho saw was that tho Dock might 
not be completed when tho money was 
spent. 

Mr. Humphroy.q said it was curiou* 
that tho House liad been assured tba^ 
there was no doubt about, getting tho 
money from Canada, and now we were 
told for tho first timo that it was not cer- 
tain that wo could get it. The scheme 
i;on. gentlemau opposito propo.sed was fo 
take 8150,000 out of tho 8250,000 to com- 
luenco tho construction of tho Dock. Ho 
maintained that the dock if built by tho 
government would be very likply to cost 
;W)0,000, wo all knew what government 
jobbery and patronage meant. Ho did 
iiot believe that wo .should got anything 
from the Imperial government, and if we 
■lid they would tako churgo of the dock 
lor 15 years. 

Mr, Booth said tho higosl estimate tho 
,'ovornmentEuginaer put on it, was S5U0,- 
)M. Ho thought that govoriimont scheme 
.vaa a feasible one if wo get the 250,000 
:rom Canada. 

Mr. Robson said tho question was not 
.vhethor wo should tako tho 8250,000, but 
iho (Jock to bo built should ho ouo suited 
io our pro.soiit rcquiremonta or whether 
.vo should commenco to construct a doek 
which will cost in tho end §050,000 and 
ivill oblige the House to vote some thou- 
sands of dolbirs a year for sometime.to fi- 
nish it. 

Mr. McCreight said as tho $150,000 is to 
,:omu out of a fund to ho derived, if ataU 
ihrough tho Bill to repeal the Terins of 
Jnion to which lam still opposed, I feel 
[ can't vote for it.so I shall withdraw and 
not vote.

The Exprefi^-Robbers Caught. 

By the confefmonof Fagin, in tho Ka- 
lama robbery ease, it appears that the 
money was not abstracted from the box 
in the car, as was generally supposed, but 
taken out in the o.'cprnsj ollice. Pagan 
admits that ho took tho 88.000 out of tho 
box and handed it to Budlong, who hi 1 
it in the spring house which is attached 
to the residence occupied by Mr. Hale, 
where he was lodging at the timo. After- 
ward Budlong tore off the canvas which 
enclosed tho currency and took out $20 
in small donominitio:is. Ho then cram- 
med tho romaindor of tho money in a 
boot— tho same discovered by Mrs. Cur- 
tis—and threw it under that lady's house. 
Fagin was then informed by his friend 
where the money could bo found, ami 
promisad to remove it to some place of 
tafoty where it could bo secreted. This 
he never did for want of courage. He 
staled that several timo.h, under cover of 
darkness, ho wont to tho place 
with tho intention of taking 
away tho boot; but he was so 
conscience-stricken and so prej^ed upon 
by guilty fears that ho imagined that 
some one was dogging his footsteps. Ho 
was too cowardly to carry out his part of 
the work.aiMl so the money was allowed 
to remain until it was discovorod. Both 
parties admit that tho 8420 was burned 
up to avoid discovery. When Budlong 
had concealed the money ho camo back 
to tho office and assisted "Fronchy," the 
colored porter, to carry the express bag?- 
gage over to the car, He then gave the 
porter a letter to carrv over to Mrs. Hale, 
merely as a pretext to bo left alono with 
tho treasure box for a few momeiit.a. 
Na sooner had "Frendiy" di-appear- 
od than Budlong took from his 
[)ocket a load key and broke]it oil" in tho 
padlock attached to the box. This, as a 
matter of coarse, was a »i(S8, to divert sus- 
picion. As to the complicity of Clarke 
r. Morris in tho robbery there exists lit 
tie or no doubt in tho public mind. Bud- 
long and Fagan both declared on the 
stand that he had i)lanncd the whole af- 
fair; that Morris' object in so warmly re- 
commending Budlong as a suitable and 
competent person for express messenger 
on the railroad was made with special re- 
ference to his acting as au accomplice in 
•ibstractiiig money whenever au opportu- 
nity alYordcd. One key (there wore so^ - 
oral of tliem, some niuilo of Iv.xd and 
others of zinc and composition) , was made 
at the place where Fagan was stoi)i)ing; 
and tho rest at tho residence of Mr. Mor- 
ris, under the advice and with tho con- 
sent of that gentleman. 

Tho two other newsiiapers of the city 
havo intim.nted that a promintnt lady was 
implicated iu somo manner with the af- 
fair, and the name of Mrs. Hale has been 
used quite freely in that connection. In 
justice to the lady we will state that Bud- 
long repeatedly asserted in tho presence 
of tho Court, till! attorneys, and other par 
ties that Mrs. Halo knew nothing wlna- 
ever of tho robbery, ami is i-ntirciy inno- 
cent of any conii)liriy iu tho air.ir. In 
this recrard his testimony was corroborat- 
ed by Fagan. 

Almostimmedrate'y after mak .ng his con- 
fession lie wastiii-en under arrest. On tin? 
somewhat abrupt conclusion of tho trial, 
Budlong was held to answer tho charge 
by Justices Riud and Smith in tho ridic- 
ulously low sum of oik: t'iOU-:/iiiit dollars. 
Fagan was taken before a Justice, who ro- 
qured him to rivo bonds in 
tlio tami sum. Both jmrtios have 
given tho required b.il, and are 
now at Urge, l ii (lie public mind, at Ka 
lama, the impression exists very strongly 
that Jlr. Morris is guilty, as appears by 
the confessions of the a'rostcil parties. 
Considerable sympathy is felt and expres- 
sed in behalf of Fagon, who appears 
deejily repentant sincO his confession. 
Budlong, on the contrar3', seems not 
to realize his .situation, or if he do(!s, not 
to feel any esiiecial concern for tho re-

The Terms of Union. 

EoiToii Colonist:— Sir.— In the Torma 
of Union with tJanada the following pas- 
sago occurs: "And provided further that 
until tho commencement within ten yeara 
as aforesaid from the date of Uuiunof the 
construction of the'said railway, the Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia shall not 
sell or alienate any further portion of tho 
public lands of British Columbia iu any 
other way than under right of preemption 
requiring actual residence of tho proemp> 
tor on the land claimed by him." I don't 
know what interpretation tho legal pro- 
fession may accord to the.above language, 
but to my mind all tho acts and ordi- 
nances relating to tho alienation of lands 
whether agricultural or mineral were 
Imrred in their opuration for two yeara 
by and from the proclamation of Union, 
ami Olio mode and one only as described 
above subslitntcil.
